The Red Cross driv in Ypsilanti 
Saturday was a dismal failure, ac- 
cording to report of the committee 
in charge today. Of more than a 
thousand calls less than four hund- 
red subscriptions for monthly con- 
tribution toward support of the fund 
were received. Nearly six hundred 
refusals to give were reported by 
canvassers. At 229 homes either 
residents were away or there was no 
response. ; s 

“These funds solicited are for use 
by the local chapter exclusively. 


The chairman of the soliciting com- 


mittee reports that out of 1199 calls 
made by the young ladies from the 
Normal, only 394 subscriptions were 
and that 576 refused or made 
very poor excuses for not doing their 
patriotic duty in this regard. Some 
of this number will undoubtedly 
make their subscriptions later. 

“Ypsilanti has an average earning 
power per inhabitant equal to that of 
any other community in Michigan, 
as shown by recent statistics,” said a 
prominent local resident discussing 
the matter today. “Ypsilanti > has 
done herself proud upon every call 
previously made,” he continued, “and 
it is to her shame that so tittle was 
secured in this last campaign. Our 
local chapter needs $1000 per month 
to do its share in the work before it. 
Che shortage is over $600 per month, 
unless all subscribe who can. It 
merely proves to my mind that while 
we have been very successful heré- 
tofore, in our campaigns, that Ypsi- 
lanti is not really awake to the sit- 
iation. I am wondering if it must 
wait until the splendid young men 
xf our two companies commence to 
‘ome home from ‘over there’ with 
arms, legs, or eyes missing, perhap: 
‘rippled for life, before it is fully 
realized that we must bleed with our 
boys to win. 

“In our midst we have many men 
and women of wealth, and more in 
moderate circumstances, who have 
fallen far short from their duty at 
this time, and it is to,their shame 
and the shame of our city that this 
's go. Some of those who were not 
yxxpected to do a great deal surprised 
‘he committee with the seif-denials 
they are willing to make to meat 
their payments, while others of large 
means have made no sacrifice as yet. 
This condition is to be deplored, be- 
eause with all of the hard educa- 
tional work that has been done, it 
simply shows that these slackers 
ither are not awake to the rea! sit- 
uation, or, perhaps, do not want te 
he awakened.”

D. L. QUIRK SUPERINTENDS 
_ DISTRIBUTION OF WARM 
THINGS TO BOYS IN 


BURNED BARRACKS 


Daniel L. Quirk has been in Camp 
Custer taday where he was called 
Sunday to oversee the distribution of 
Red Cross knitted goods sent to re- 
lieve the men affected by the par- 
racks fire of Saturday night. 

Following receipt of information 
relative to the needs of soldiers at 
Battle Creek ag a result of the fire, 
Sidney T. Miller, state chairman of 
the Red Cross, shipped 17 cases of 
knitted goods and other clothing to 
Camp Custer Sunday noon. 

The knitted goods were distributed 
among the men by Mr. Quirk who is 
director of the Red Cross military 
bureau and P. B. Wessels, the ĉan- 
tonment director of the Red Cross. 

The fire started from an over- 
heated stove, which was being util- 
ized to add heat to the steam plant 
of the building in barracks No. 1144, 
occupied by truck company No. 2, 
of the Three Hundred and Tenth am- 
munition train, at 11 o’clock Satur- 
day night, destroying the structure 
and driving its 60 inmates into the 
zero weather, 
derclothes. 

Everyone was asleep when thé al- 
arm was given, and in the hurry to 
escape, many left behind clothing 
and personal belongings, and escap» 
ed in scant clothing with a rifle or 
some other unnecessary adjunct. 

The fire department quickly re- 
sponded -to the alarm and prevented 
the blaze spreading to other build- 
ings, although a high wind was blow- 
ing. 

No estimate of the loss has been 
made. Only the government loss 
will be recorded. Only one man was 
injured, suffering a sprained ankle. 

The company bugler emerged from 
the building as soon as the fire was 
discovered and clothed only in un- 
derwear, with bare feet, blew the 
fire call. One man, with $120 in his 
overcoat, took the wrong garment 
when he left the building. Another 
forgot his blouse with $60 in its poz- 
kets, and left with his rifle over his 
shoulder.

chat Mr Jones came to this 
‘endowed with the greatest a- 
mount of power ever conferred upon 
any head of the institution: -- it 
should be added that no one ever used 
this power more sparingly, more just, 
ly or more graciously.

In the 
first place this fixed policy gave us 
something upon which .we could rely, 
and so ‘the institution had rest after 
the turmoil of changing policies and 
administration. 

In the gecond place Mr Jones never 
lost sight of the fact that the ulimate 
source of authoriiy, and of respon- 
sibility growing out of this authority, 
in all matters concerning the internal 
management of the school, lay in him- 
self and not in the faculty or any 


committee of the faculty. So. he 
was not wholly a free man: -- free 
to follow the ordinary impulses of 


friendship. All had equal access to 
his ear, equal authority in assisting 
to form the policy ‘of the school; 
none had exclusive right to his advice 


and sympathy. 
isolated By Responsibility 
There is always something a little 


sympathetic in this isolation of power 
and responsibiliiy which amounts to 
lonliness in many cases where abe 
sensibility is associated with power. 
I do not think that Mr Jones, with 
all his geniality and experience 
administration wholly escaped this 
gence of isolation during ine ten years 
of his stay here. It was always 
even if unconsciously, somewhat 
burden to him. 

“I have spoken of a vital relation 
existing between the presrdent and 
his faculty. 3y this I mean a re- 
lation growing out of the work they 
have to do in common. In ‘this 
sense ‘the president no longer ap- 
pears as the agent of ‘the board of 
control, or as a source of authority.

“This explains the success which 
the enemy has been able to

“It would not do for us.to mini- 
mize its importance. ..The enemy 
realizes that he finds himself in a 
singularly fortunate position and he 
can be counted ‘upon to take the ut- 
most advantage of it.” 

“For a long time past he has been 

reparing his plans for just such an 
Bouse a as would arise when Rus 
Sia should enter upon negotiations 
for a separate peace, which has been 
a principal German objective ever 
since the battle of Tannenberg. We 
must expect that he will put these 
plans into execution. Thus he may 
have at his disposal for a time a 
preponderant superiority 
of soldiers in the west, he may even 
be able to achieve same relative ad- 
vantages in the field, such as those 
recorded last week. 


“The magnitude of the task þe- 
fore us can be more fully realized 


when measured by the successes the 
enemy is still able to gain. It meang 
that we must stand squarely be- 
hind our soldiers. 

“It is not sufficient to prepare to 
fight, we must prepare to win. 

“Though during the preceding win- 
ters of the war, the belligerents at 
this advanced season of the year has 
been content to hold the positions 
won, 
weather of the early spring to con- 
tinue operations, this year the west- 
ern front is the scene of numérous 
engagements.” 

The prevalence of raids along the 
front indicated to Baker that the 
German is testing out the strength 
of units opposed to him probably. with 
a view to a forceful drive at a weak 
point.
